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It is stated that former Nazi and former officer groups in Germany have no 
organized contacts in foreign countries, but that many individuals have been, 
able to maintain touch with their war— time or pre-war acquaintances among 
Italian Fascists or Spanish Falangists, Some of them have succeeded in going 
to Italy or Spain, ,or in sending friends there, counting on assistance from 
their foreign contacts in their desire to emigrate. Such journeys via Italy 
and Spain to other countries hai'e had to be made clandestinely, with a number 
of support points en route. 

Former members of the SS are said to report to General Felix St9iner, who 
sends them to Rome by way of the South Tyrol, A former SS lieutenant named 
Rolf Biemoler, who used to guide such persons from TTunlch to Italy, was arrested 
in the fall of 1949 and imprisoned in Salzburg,, 

Former members of the Tlitler Youth who wish to leave Germany consult Hans 
Lauterbacher In Uunlcho He is a brother of Hartmann Lartterlwcher (alias 
Giovanni Bauer), a formal* Hitler Youth loader who has lived in Rome since 
the war and was arrested in April 1950 by the Italian police. Hans Laater- 
bacher is said to be closely associated with General Steiner, 

In 1948 a Syrian officer callsd nomssi (real name Akram T a barah) recruited a number 
of former German officers as advisere to the Sj*rian Army, A deoision was made 
(allegedly by either General Gudarian or Otto Skorzeny) that each group thus 
recruited for Syria should be composed of four former members of the SS and 
three former members of the Uehrmaeht or the Luftwaffe, nomssi, who served 
in the German Amy during the tar, sent the groups to Rome, where two eap-colonela, 
Rauff and Frieds, organized their shipment to Syria. Thin activity came to an 
end when nomssi and a group of ex-officers were arrested to Innsbruck late in 1948, 

Certain former diplomats seem to have maintained contacts in Italy through Dr, 

Gerd RBtale, formerly chief of the Radio Policy Section of the German Foreign 
Office, who lived with falsified documents in Italy and made frequent trips 
to Germany, At Rome he was in touch with the former German consul NBUhausen, 
and in Germany with Dr. Rahn, the last German ambassador to Italy. In nortliern 
Italy Rdhle had dealings with a Frenchman named Doudelang, who had served with 
the Germans on the Russian front; source asserts that R&hle was working for tbs 
Deuxl&ne Bureau. Rflhle committed suicide (or was perhaps murdered) In Innsbruck 
on 2 JUly 1949« 
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
